PERSECUTION. 

“There was in Ireland to<diay a movement 
which aimed at an artificial uniformity of 
opinion on the part of the people generally. 
France had tried to get religious uniformity, 
and when the esa was completed France 
was bled white. Ireland can only do it at 
exactly the same price, and I hope Ireland 
will be wise in time.” 

This statement was made by the Archbishop 
of Dublin on Sunday in St. Luke’s Church at 
the armiversary Services in commemoration of 
the coming to Dublin of the Huguenapts after 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. 

The connection between the Church and the 
Huguencte who made their hemes in the city 
was traced by His Grace. In Dublin for many 
ears, he said, the persecuted Protestants of 
rance found a happy sanctuary, enriching with 
their skill the city that had afforded them 
shelter. 

The prosperity of that district was seriously 
impaired with the advance of inventions which 
put hand-loom weaving out of date. .The parish 
rapidly sank in number of parishioners and 
wealth, and was amalgamated with St. Nicholas 
Without.

SHIPMATE SENT TO PRISON. 


At the Munster Winter Assizes in Cork on 
Saturday, before Judge Samuels, Eli Dorgan, a 
coloured seaman, of the steamship West Cape, 
wae charged with the wilful murder of a negro 
shipmate named James Godby while the vessel 
was lying at Limerick in July.

MANDATES SUB-COMMISSION. 


GENEVA, Friday. 

The sub-commission on mandates, which was 
-instructed by the Council of the League of 
Nations to make enquiries among the vern- 
ments of the Mandatory Powers as to the 
nationality of the inhabitants of the mandated 
territories had finished its task. The commission, 
which was presided over by the Marquis 
Theodoli, visited successively Paris, London, 
and Brussels, where it conferred with the re- 
presentatives of the Ministries of Foreign Affairs 
and Colonies. It was also received in Paris by 
the Japanese Ambassador, and in Londor by 
the High Commissioners of the Dominions which 
are mandatories. The commission was able te 
obtain very full information, and its report will 
be submitted te the Council of the League of 
Nations at its next session.—(Reuter.)

The Offer to Egypt. 


The official papers in connection with 
the Government's offer to Egypt were 
tssued by the Foreign Office on. Saturday. 
The situation is anything but satisfactory. 
Adiy Pasha and his colleagues of the 
Egyptian delegation have rejected the 
British proposals. Egypt, apparently, 
is in the hands of fanatical visionaries, 
who are clamouring for complete and 
sovereign independence and ignore the 
most important factor in their country's 
position—namely, that it constitutes a 
“nodal point ” in the British Imperial 
system, and, therefore, cannot be aban. 
doned to its own resources. The Cabinet's 
offer concedes virtual independence. It 
gives full diplomatic representation 
abroad, and not only abolishes the Pro 
tectorate, but establishes “a sovereign 
State under a constitutional Monarchy.”’ 
It embodies all Viscount Milner’s recom- 


portant conditions which every Briton 
must recognise as vital. In the first 
place, while Egypt is given a free hand 
in home affairs, Clauses 5 and 6 of the 
draft Treaty prescribe “the closest rela 
tions "’ between the Native Ministry of 
Foreien Affairs and the British High 
Commissioner. In the second place, 


“Great Britain undertakes to 


% 
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Egypt in the defence of her vital 
interests and of the defence of her terri- 
tory,” British forces must have free 
passage through the country, aid shall be 
maintained at such places and for such 
periods “as shall from time to time be 
determined.”’ ' 

Obviously, Britain cannot be expected to 
guarantee the independence and integrity 
of Egypt if-the Sultan’s Cabinet is 
allowed to have a free hand in foreign 
affairs. Its first action might be to enter 
into alliance with the Turks, the Germans, 
or even the Bolsheviks. Consequently, 
the Government stipulates that before 
Egypt makes any political agreement with 
a foreign Power the British High Com- 
missioner shall be ‘consulted.’’ The 
Egyptian delegates have refused to accept 


‘this reservation, on the ground that their 


Foreign Minister could not “ freely assume 
the responsibilities of his office if he were 
bound by a formal undertaking to be in 
close relation with the High Commis- 
sioner.”” They refuse also to grant the 
British representative precedence over his 
foreign colleagues, with the result that he 
might be compelled to play second fiddle 
to an ambassador from Peru. The military 


conditions, however, are the real stumbling 


block. The Suez Canal must be protected : 
on this point Britain cannot yield. 
The whole strategy of the Imperial system 
hinges on the Canal, and the safety of the 
British’ people must not be imperilled. 
Besides, there is another reason why 
military control is essential. Before 
Britain proclaimed the Protectorate nearly 
all the Powers exercised what were known 
as ‘“capitulation’’ rights in Egypt. 
They had their own courts, and their 
subjects enjoyed all the advantages 
of extra-territoriality. If the British 
garrison were withdrawn, there is not a 
nation on earth that would entrust a 
native Government with the interests of its 
citizens. 

Egypt owes everything to Britain. But 
for the enterprise of her “ oppressors ”’ 
her land would be to-day, as it was fifty 
years ago, a barren waste, and Kurdish 
executioners would make short work of her 
budding politicians. From Earl Kitchener 
and Lord Cromer to Viscount Allenby, 
British administrators have not ceased to 
develop the resources of the country. 
They. have given Egypt wealth and they 
have given her security against enemies 
who harassed her for centuries. In 
return for all these benefits Britain now 
asks Egypt for two things, neither of 
which will interfere with her legitimate 
aspirations to nationhood or derogate in 
any way from the dignity of her people. 
The letter which Lord Allenby has sent to 
the Sultan proves that Britain has no in- 
tention of putting Egypt under a per- 
manent yoke. Facts, however, must be 
faced sooner or later by the most fervent 
idealist, and, for the time being, the 
dreams of the Egyptian minority cannot 
be attained. After all, over sixty per 
cent. of the population of Egypt is formed 
of fellaheen, who know, and care, nothing 
about political independence. They 
simply shout with the biggest crowd, and, 
as a class, are quite incapable of forming 
a political judgment. In their interests, 
as well as her own, Britain cannot go 
beyond the offer which has been made 
to Adly Pasha. 
that details can be amended; ‘but 
in foreign and military affairs His 
Majesty’s Government must retain the 
fina] authority. We hope that Adly 
Pasha will recognise the need for an 
early settlement, and that, despite his 
apparent resolve to persist in his refusal, 
he wili not destroy the hopes of Egypt's

The Mark. 


The whole question of Germany's debts 
is now under consideration by the Allies. 
Proposals by British experts are before 
the Finance Committee of the Cabinet, 


which will make its decision during the | 


present week. The prospects of the sug- 
gested moratorium remain doubtful, though 
it seems that, on the whole, British finance 
and commerce are not unfriendly to it. The 
immediate result of the suggestion was a 
substantial appreciation in the value of the 
mark,. which has now fallen agaip, but not 


| nearly to the very low point at which it 


stood afew daysago. The German stock ex- 
change is thoronghly demorslised. LEvery- 
body regards the return of the mark to 
something like its normal value as a first 
condition of German and European 
prosperity ; but, ironically enough, though 
quite naturally, its unexpected improve 
ment had very disturbing consequences. 
The sudden appreciation has played havoc 
with paper profits. It has revealed in a 
few hours all the accumulated evils of 
the policy of inflation, At the end of last 
week, in Berlin, a score of well-known 
securities had lost about half the values 
at which they.stood four days previously. 
There was a fresh outbreak of violent 
speculation in the mark. Matters are 
not likely to take a better shape until 
some settlement has been reached on the 
question of reparations. In the mean- 
while the rise in prices is a heavy burden, 
and the trade unions and organised 
servants of the Government have combined 
upon a new programme of demands. 


Safe Railways. 


British railways are still the safest in 
the world. Tho Ministry of Transport’s 
official figures for 1920 show that, while 
the railways of the United Kingdom carry 
more than 1,500 millions of passengers 
every year, an average of only six deaths 
annually is due to train accidents. Forty 
years ago the average was twenty-eight. 
It is true that more than a thousand 
persons are killed on the railways in every 
year; but more than one-third of the total 
consists of trespassers, including suicides. 
In 1920 there were twenty-five accidents 
to passenger trains: This is a remarkably 
high standard of safety, as a contrast 


with the American railways will show. 


America had 19,716 railway accidents in 
three months, including 2,189 collisions 
which involved sixty-seven deaths, It 
does not appear that Americans are less 
careful than Britons: for only thirty-five 
of them were killed when attempting to 
enter or alight from trains, while the 
corresponding number in the United 
Kingdom was forty. The high total of 
American accidents is due largely to the 
prevalent system of level crossings in cities 
and towns. At home forty-four persons 
were killed at level crossings during twelve 
months; in America three months pro- 
duced 375 fatal accidents. A writer who 
has analysed both sets of statistics com- 
putes that railway travelling is twelve 
times safer in these islands than in the 
United States.

Demon Drivers. 


In Dublin the prosecutions of taxi-cab 


| drivers for offences against the public 


safety are agreeably few. In Paris the 
taxi-cab is a nuisance and danger of the 
first order. Matters have become worse 
since we discussed the subject some months 
ago. On one day last week taxi-cabs, 
motor omnibuses, and motor lorries killed 
two persons and seriously injured three 
others in the streets of Paris. These 
vehicles drive recklessly, observe no rule 
of the road, and race agajnst one another 
at every possible opportunity.. The streets 
have become so perilous that a plan of 
underground moving platforms for 
pedestrians is. being discussed quite 
seriously. The municipal authorities have 
offered prizes for the best suggestions for 
the control of motor traffic. The police- 
man is powerless and such notices as 
“Drive Slowly” are treated with supreme 
contempt. Experiments are being made 
with a system under which the thorongh- 
fares would be used for traffic in one djrec- 
tion only, and the stream would be 
regulated by an official in an elevated 
signal-box. The astonishing thing is that 
a comparatively small body of men should 
be allowed to play the tyrant in this 
fashion over the people of a great sity. 
Paris ought to apnly to her own taxi- 
drivers a little of the firmness which she 
displays towards Germany.

IRISH CIVIL SERVANTS.

POSITION UNDER NEW ACT. 


The position of Irish civil servants under the 
Government of Ireland Act bas been causing 
considerable anziety among the general body of 
civil servants in Ireland. e position contem- 
lated by the Act was that there should be in 
ir two Parliamenté—one for the North 
and one for the South, and Irish civil servants 
were to given the option of transferring to 
the service of ong or. other of those Govern: 
ments, or of resigning under certain terms 
which were set out in the 8th Scheduie to the 
Att. 

Prior, however, to the fulfilling of these cir- 
cumstances, the first business of the Pafba- 
ments was to have been the establishment of 
the Council of Ireland, whose primary duty 
would be the consideration of which, if any, 
of the transferred public services were to be 
administered centrally by the Cognal ef Ire- 
land for the whole country, and which ser- 
vices, if ahy, were to be transferred to the 
Southern or the Northern Governments for 
local administration. Owing to the fajlure of 
the Southern Government to materialise, the 
Counc! of Ireland has not been established, 
and the Imperial Government now proposes to 
allocate for local administration in the North 
of Ireland all the transferred services, and to 
allocate a considerable number of existing Irish 


civil servants to the Northern Government for | 


the purpose of carrying on those services.

divide the Irish civil service between 
Southern and the Northern Governments is the 
Civil Service Committee, consisting, with others, 
of representatives of the Civil Service and of a 
representative of the Southern and a repre 
sentative of the Northern Parliaments.

DAIL CABINET. 


PROPOSALS DISCUSSED. 


Dublin during the week-end was once again 
the centre of interest in connection with the 
Irish peace megotiations. 

Apparently the Conference was on the verge 
of break-up on Thursday night last, when the 
Prime Minister resolved to play’ what has been 
described as his last card. He sent for the 
Sinn Fein Plenipotentiaries, and mdde certain 
new proposals to them. The same night some 
of the Plenipotentiaries spent the midnight 
hours with the Prime Minister and his col- 
Jeagues, and it is stated that during a long 
discussion important alterations were made in 
the - proposals. 

It is clear that the Sinn Fein delegates con- 
sidered the new proposals of sufficient im- 
portance to put them before the full Cabihet 
of Dail Eireann, and in order to do this the 
whole body left London for Dublin. Mr. de 
Valera aud Mr. Cathal Brugha, who were mak- 
ing a tour in the West of Ireland, returned to 
Dublin also. On Saturday morning the 
Cabinet assembled at the Mansion House. 


PROLONGED SITTING. 


The sitting was a prolonged one, and al- 
though during the afternoon it became known 
that the delegates intended to get the mail 
boat back to London that evening, it looked 
extremely improbable that they would do so, 
for as 7 o'clock approached they were still in 


on. 
a om waiting Pressmen, however, received a 
hint that the meeting would bé over in a 
few minutes, and various members could be aeen 
getting their papers and travelling wraps to-

Taxi-cabe were in waiting, and one with the 
plenipotentiaries left for Kingstown, while 
another took Mr. de Valera and Mr. Brugha to 
the Broadstone Station, whence they left for 
Galway, where Mr. de Valera had an engage- 
ment for Sunday.

MH. DE VALERA AND PEXGE. 


During his reception yesterday at the Town 
Hall, Galway, says our Correspondent, Mr. de 
Valera said:—Unless the country is prepared 
to stand as firmly as it stood during the 
terror, during all these years of terror through 
which our people have gone, it is vain to hope 
for the fruit of the sacrifices that have been 
made. 

There are things which, whatever the alter- 
native, we who are charged with the direction 
of affairs in this country tam never give up. 
When we started out on our programme we 
knew what the cost was. We counted that 
cost. We are not going to quail now, even 
though, we are certain that the full price of 
our freedom has to be naid. 

Freedom was never won without sacrifice, 
and the country must be as prepared now to 
face sacrifice as it has been in the past. 

Mr. de Valera only accepted one addressa~ 
that from the Galway County Council, in 
which is was etated—“ You earned well of the 
coumtry this time last year when you mustered 
the sons of the Gael in battle array for the 
protection of the country.” 

Mr. de Valera lunched with Most Rev. Dr. 
O'Dea, Bishop of Galway. Afterwards he 
drove to Clarenbridge, where a review of the 
South-East Galway Brigade of the Irish Re. 
publican Army took place. 

In the evening he jourucyed to Ennis on his 
way, to Limerick. 


ARMY OFFICERS DETAINED. 


An incident which occurred during a review 
of the Volunteers at Kilrickle, near Loughrea 
on Saturday, resulted in the detention for two 
hours of five Army officers. The officers, who 
belonged to the Worcestershire Regiment, went 
to the review, carryisg with them cameras 
and notebooks. It would appear that the Sinn 
Feiners suspected them of taking photographs 
and notes of the proceedings. They were 
suddenly surrounded by a number of Volun- 
teers with five Thompson macl-ine-guns. 

The officers were nlaced under arrest, and 
their catneras, notebooks, etc., were confiscated. 
They were rejeased after two hours. 


PEACE WITH IRELAND COUNCIL.

HOTEL WRECKED AND 
LOOTED. 
————— 


' VIENNA, Saturday. 

Damage to hotels, cafés, and shops during 
Thursday's rioting is estimated at £40,000, of 
which ten per cent. falls to the Hotel Bristol. 
Excepting? a few cafés where the repairs will 
take some weeks, almost all the shops which 
are damaged have again opened, although the 
windows are covered with boards. 

The Bristol and the two other hotels sacked 

by the rioters are still full, as the number of 
guests who actually left Vienna is compara- 
tively small. The life of the streets is now 
normal again, even the Communist workmen 
are returning to the factories to-day. 
Several hundred persons took part in the 
raid on the Hotel Bristol, and about 30 rooms 
in the new and old quarters of the building 
were entered by the mob and partly pillaged. 
The visitors contented themselves with stealing 
what fell into their hands and smashing 
windows, glass doors, mirrors, and china, while 
the wooden doors of many of the rooms were 
battered in. In two or three rooms there was 
not a single piece of furniture left undamaged, 
even the mattresses, blankets, and pillows being 
stolen. 

The dining and grill rooms escaped, but in 
the breakfast and reading rooms, the doors, 
windows, mirrors, chandeliers, pictures, and 
vases suffered serious damage, and a large part 
of the china and silver was smashed or stolen. 

On the staircase, all the large mirrors and 
windows were broken. In the hall, the marble 
slabs and counters were smashed, and cash to 
the value of £100 was stolen from the till. 

In the passage connecting the old and new 
quarters of the hotel all the showcases, where 
works of art, leather goods, linen, and dresses 


were exhibited, were smashed and robbed cf 
their contents. 

As to the amount of damage sustained by 
the guests, whose trunks and bags were looted 
and valuables and clothing stolen, the proprietor 
of the hotel is unable to give a definite figure. 
Great havoc. was also wrought even in the 
bathrooms, while the telephone and electric 
plant were badly damaged. - 

Part of the plunder was wrested from the 
hooligans by the police when they arrived. 


LANDRU’S APPEAL. 


JURY’S LINGERING DOUBT. 
PARIS, December 3. 

There are two factors which may save Landru 
from the guillotine. The first, the appeal for 
Presidential clemency, which was signed by the 
jurymen and by certain relatives of the missing 
women; and the second, Landru’s appeal to the 
Court of Cassation, which, with great difficulty, 
Maitre Moro-Giaffiere has prevailed upon hint to 


sign. 

The Court of Cassation has power to grant a 
new trial, but, only on condition that necessary 
legal formalities have not been observed in the 
course of the proceedings. If a flaw can be 
found in the legal procedure, the highest Court 
of France may consider a new trial necessary, 
in which case the verdict may reverse the 
verdict of murder with premediation pro- 
nounced on Wednesday. : 

In any case, the examination of the records 
of the legal proceedings by the Court of 
Cassation will take some time, materially ex- 
tending Landru’s lease of life. 


THE GUILLOTINE STANDARD. 


Public opinion is inclined to believe that the 
appeal of the jurymey to the President on be- 
half of Landru is likely to be granted. It is 
felt that a jury which could condemn a man 
to death for elewen murders, and immediately 
afterwards ask for mercy for thé murderer, 
must have had a lingering doubt, or else the 
jurymen must have felt that, however conyinc- 
ing the evidence, it nevertheless lacked sufficient 
material proof. ‘ 

As one newspaner remarks, the witnesses saw 
nothing, end, therefore, couli say nothing. 
The writer concludes by declaring that in 
future, to be eligible for the guillotine, it will 
be necessary to have killed at least twelve 
persons. 

If Landru is finally condemned to death, he 
will be obliged to weag prison gatb until the 
day of hia death. Prisoners goi to the 
guillotine are permitted to wear “their own 
clothes on the fatal day. Landru is being 
allowed special nourishing food on the advice 
of the prisoi® doctor, and eats and sleeps 
moderately well. He is, however, in bad health. 


COST OF THE TRIAL. 


Various fantastic figures have been quoted 
for the total cost of the Landru trial, but it 
appears that the whole of the costa do not 
exceed 50,000 francs. ‘ 

Two deputies have tabled a bill tending to 
modify Article 7 of the Penal Code, and ta 
lessen the difficulties which often~confront a 
jury in arriving at their verdict. The bill 
proposes that the jury should have full au- 
thority with regard to the application of a 
penalty, and that a sentence of life-long im- 
prisonment should be made alternative to the 
death penalty. Since the jury found Landru 
guilty of murder with premediation, the Court 
have no option but to sentence Landru to 
death. If the jury had considered that, al- 
though they believed Landru guilty, the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to justify the applica- 
tion of the death sentence, they had no path 
open to them, the law reouiring a plain “ Yes” 
or “No.” The new bill is intended to pro- 
vide for euch gontingencies.—(Reuter.)

JURY DISCHARGED. 


According .to a Reuter’s telegram received 
from Washington last night, the jury in the 
Arbuckle case failed to come to an agreement, 
and was dismisséd. . 

At 4 o'clock on Saturday afternoon the 
Assistant Prosecutor in the case announced 
that he would ask that the jury be dismissed. 
It had been out for 24 hdurs without reaching 
its verdict. 

Mr. McNab replied that he would onpose any 
request for the dismissal of the jury, as he 
wanted them to deliberate until they had 
reached a verdict. 


At this stage the jury sent out for more 
writing paper. 
Later Mr. McNab left the Court room. 


It was understood on Saturday night that’

A DEED OF GUARDIANSHIP. 


The British Government, in a document sub- 
mitted by Lord Allenby, the High Commissioner, 
to the Sultan, says that they ' must insist on 
effective rights and — to safeguard Egypt's 
interests and British interests until the Egyp- 
tian Government have shown the capacity 
themselves to preserve their country from in- 
ternal disorder and its inevitable corollary, the 
intervention of foreign Powers.’’ 

The Egyptian delegation refused to accept the 
draft because in their view .‘‘ it confers on 
Britain the right to maintain military forces at 
all times on any part of Egyptian territory, and 
places at her disposition all the ways and means 
of communication in the country. This ‘con- 
stitutes occupation, pure and simple, destroys 
every idea of independence, and supresses even 
internal sovereignty.” 

“The obligation to submit to Greats Britain 
all political agreements,’’ continues the Egyptian 
reply, “ constitutes a serious infringement of the 
principle of external sovereignty. The main- 
tenance of the title of High Commissioner, 
which is not customary to confer on diplomatic 
representatives accrelited to independent coun- 
triés, emphasises yet further the character of 
thé political status proposed. The Sudan has 
been made the subject of provisions which we 
cannot accept, and which do not guarantee to 
Egypt the exercise of her indisputable right of 
sovereignty over the country and of control of 
the waters of the Nile.” 

“The proposals have the effect of investing 
the draft with the quality of an actual deed of 
guardianship when we hoped to conclude a 
treaty of alliance, which, while truly establish- 
ing the independence of Egypt, would have safe- 
guarded British interests. But an alliance be- 
tween two peoples cannot be realised save on the 
condition that it does not constitute for one of 
them a permanent pact of subjection. In its 
present form the draft does not allow us to re- 
tain the hope of arriving at an agreement which 
will give satisfaction to the national aspirations 
of Egypt.” 


LORD ALLENBY’S REPLY.

BRITAIN'S POLICY STATED. 


_ The reply, which is @ated Saturday, December 
3, comes from Field-Marshal Lord Allenby, the 
High Commissioner for Egypt, and is addressed 
to the Sultan of Egypt. 

In it his lordship says that His Majesty's 
Government have learned with keen disappoint- 
ment that the proposals are not acceptable. 
“They regret it the more because they re- 
arded them as libera] and far-reaching, and 
ecatse they cannot bold out any prospect of re- 
consideration of the principle on which they 
were framed. They are convinced that the close 
coincidence of interests between Great Britain 
and Kyypt is the key. 

“The British Empire has to shoulder ultimate 
responsibility for the defence of Your Highness'’s 
territories against external menace, as also for 
such aasistanco as Your Highness's Government 
may at any time request in the maintenance of 
your authority at nome. It must claim, more- 
over, the exclusive right. of tendering such ad- 
vice as Your Highness’s Government may re- 
quire in the administration of the country, the 
conduct of its finances, the development of its 
judicial system, and the pursuance of its rela- 
tions with foreign Gevernments. 

“These claims are not asserted with any de- 
sire to derogate from Egypt's enjoyment of the 
full rights of national self-government; they are 
pressed only as against other foreign Powers, 
and are based upon the fact that the independ- 
ence, good order, and prosperity of Egypt are 
an essential element in the safety of the British 


Empire. 

“With regard to the future, His Majesty's 
Government desire to state in slain terms the 
policy which they intend to pursue. They 
understand that the proposals were rejected 
on the ground that the safeguards for British 
and foreign interests! would be fatal to the 
genuine exercise of self-government. 

“The progress of Egypt towards her ideals 
will not only be retarded, but completely 
joopardieed, if her people are tempted to in- 
dulge their national aspirations, however sound 
and legitimate in themselves, without sufficient 
regard to the facts which govern international 
life. The world is suffering in many places at 
*he. present time from the cult of a fanatical 
and purely disruptive type of nationalism, and 
His Majesty’s Government will eet their face 
against it as firmly in Egypt as elsewhere. 

“It is not sufficient for His Majesty's Govern- 
ment to know that they could exercise the 
right of re-entry into Egypt. If left to her own 
unaided counsels she should revert to the waste 
and disorder of the Jast century. They desire 
to see the work of Lord Cromer’s generation 
completed, not recommenced. They do not 
aim at keeping Egypt in tutelage. On the 
contrary, they desire to fortify the constructive 
elements in ~~ Nationalism, to give them 
scope, and to bring nearer the full attainment 
of the national] ideal.”

BARE FEET ON GLOWING 
EMBERS, . 


BIKANIR, Saturday. 

Following on the State banquet given in 
honour of the Prince of Wales at the Ganga 
Newa's Palace here last night, an Indian enter- 
tainment was presented, beginning with a ré- 
ligious fire dance in the courtyard of the fort. 

The gorgeous illuminations of this magnificent 
old pile were dimmed during the dance, in 
order to heighten the effect in the centre of the 
great quadrangle, where a big bonfire was lit 
and then allowed to. die down to a mass of 
glewing embers. Ranged near this was a group 
of squatting figures rabed in white, who beat 
out an accompaniment on their tom-toms, and 
~ up a monotonous chant. 

*resentl? a file of bare-legged natives began 
to circle round the fire,. gradually closing in 
upon the smouldering heap, till at last they 
danced right into it and across it, Singing & 
wild refrain, they kicked up & great cascade of 
flying sparks, stooping every now and then to 
snatch fragments of the glowing embers, whica 
they placed in their mouths. : 

Religious exaltation seemed to enter into this 
performance, and as the heat of the fire could 
be felt ten yards away, there could be no ques- 
tion as to the genuine character of this ordeal. 

The weird phantasy continued for at ‘least 
ten minutes, and presented a demoniacal effect 
through the clouds of dull red smoke. 

At the finish of the performance the dancers 

irouetted in front of the Prince, clamouring 
or him to inspect their feet, which were al] un- 
scathed by the fire, and actually as moist and 
cool as if fresh from paddling in the water. 


LIMBS UNSCORCHED. 


Several members of the Prince’s staff made 
attempts to. pick up pieces of the hot embers 
and carry them in their mouths, but every 
attempt ended abruptly with a hurried snatch- 
ing back of the fingers and sharp exclamations, 
amid the derisive laughter of the anlookers.

GOLD-BROCADED ROBES. 


Aiter this, the Royal party ascended to the 
upper courtyard of the fort to see some danc- 
ing and hear some singing by a large troupe of 
Nautch girls. The Prince sat with the 
Maharaja of Bikanir in a little pavilion on the 
balcony, while the guests were ranged round 
the square below.

Into this scene of the Arabian Nights there 
entered a great company of dancers, who 
ranged themselves in a double row facing the 
Prince. All wore heavily gold-brocaded robes, 
transparent head shawls, and massive gold arm- 
lets up to the elbows. Some were mere children, 
but all had the same easy grace of movement, 
clearly occasioned by the fact that they walked

The Far Eastern Committee of the 
Washifgton Conference discussed the 
question of the lands leased in China by 
various Powers. 

It was pointed out by the Chinese dele- 
gate that these lands had originally been 
eased as an off-set to the German 
menace, but now that German interests 
in Shantung and elsewhere had ceased, the 
Powers were not justified in retaining the 


territories. 
The Japanese delegate urged that his 
country’s hold on Port Arthur could not 


be released, as the port was of vital con- 
sequence to Japan's economic interests. 
Mr. Balfour said that Hong Kong was 
one of the foremost ports in the world, 
and its affairs were administered by Great 
Britain in the interests of. the world. The 
safety of the port could only be main- 
tained by the continued occupation by 
Great Britain of the Kowloon territory. 


FAR EASTERN PEACE.

GERMAN MENACE REMOVED 


WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

An official communiqué has been issued here 
dealing with this morning’s meeting of the 
Committee on Pacific and Far Eastern Ques- 
tions, when the problem of the leased areas in 
China was discussed. 

Mr. Koo stated that the eristence of the 
leased territories in China was due originally 
to aggressions by Germany. They were granted 
with the sole purpose of maintaining the 
balance of power in the Far. East. 

With the elimination of the German menace 
an important disturbing factor to peace in the 
Far East had been removed. Russia had 
equally disappeared ftom the scene. The mis- 
rule of the ‘Manchu dynasty, which had 
gravated the situation, had gone, and, as the 
necessity of maintaing the balance ot power in 
the Far East no longer existed, China, in the 
interests of peace in the Far East, asked for the 
early termination of the leases. 

Pending their termination, leased territories 
should be demilitarised and their fortifications 
dismantled. 

M. Viviani said that the French Government 
was ready to join in the collective restitution 
of territories leased by the various Powers in 
China, subject to private rights being safe- 


Mr. Hanchara said that the negotiations be- 
tween the representatives of Japan and China 
regarding the restoration of Kiaochau, initiated 
through the good offices of Messrs. Hughes and 
Balfour, were now going on, and the result, it 
was hoped, would be a happy solution of the 
problem. 

The only question for discussion, so far ae 
Japan was concerned, was, therefore, the leased 
territory in Kwantung Province—namely, Port 
Arthur and Dairen. Aa to that territory, the 
Japanese delegation desired to make it clear 
that Japan had no intention at present of 
relinquishing the important rights she had law- 
fully acquired, and at no smal! sacrifice. : 

Her interests there were vital to her economic 
life and national safety. In the leased territory 
there were 65,000 Japanese, who had established 
commercial and industria] interests of the 
greatest importance.

WHY KOWLOON MUST BE HELD. 


Mr. Balfour pointed out that the leased terri- 
tories were held under very different and vary- 
ing circumstances. Britain held two different 
kinds of leases. Without the Kowloon exten- 
sion Hong Kong was perfectly undefensible and 
at the mercy of any enemy with modern 
artillery. The safeguarding of Hong Kong, 
easily first among the ports of the world, was 
not merely a British interest, but one which 
concerned the whole world. 

He read an extract from the United States Go- 
vernment commercial handbook on China bearing 
testimony tothe conditions of absolute equality 
of the nations under which the affairs of Hong 
Kong were administered, and the .motives on 
which they were conducted. 

The lease of the Kowloon extension, he pro- 
ceeded, had been obtained for no other reason 
than to give security to the port of Hong-Kong, 
and it would be a great misfortune if anything 
should occur which was calculated to shake the 
confidence of the nations using this great open 
port in its security. 

As wt Wei Hai Wei, however, the British 
Government would be perfectly willing to return 
that leased territory to China, but that sur- 
render could only be undertaken as part of a 
general arrangement. 

The British Government’s policy was to make 
use of the surrender of Wei Hai Wei to aesist 
in securing a settlement of the «question of 
If reement could be reached 
on that question the British Government would 
not hesitate to do their best to promote 4 
general settlement by restoring Wei Hai Wei 
to the Central Government of China. 

Further discussion of the matter was reserved, 
and the'Committee adjourned until Tuesday.

FRENCH VIEW OF MORATORIUM. 
PARI8, Sunday. 


Commenting on the suggested meeting in 
Paris between the British, French, and. Italian 
Foreign Ministers, the Temps gays that no one 
in Paris knows of the visit which, according to a 
British newspaper, Lord Curzon proposes to 
make to Paris next Tuesday. It goes on to say 
that while the suggested meeting is regarded 
with great interest in France, it does not seem 
likely that it will take place in the near future. 

After pointing out that the interests of France 
demand that her devastated regions shall be 
reconstructed, while it is the interests of Great 
Britain that her export trade should resume its 
former flow, the Temps proceeds to examine what 
it believes would be the result of a moratorium. 
A moratorium, 1t says, would bring about an ap- 
preciation in the value of the mark, an apprecia 
tion which would certainly hamper German er- 
ports, but the less Germany exports the less 
would she be able to buy in foreign markets. 
British exporters would find it more difficult to 
get solvent clienis if German industry found 
most ef its foreign markets suddenly closed io 
it. It was, in fact, seen in the summer of 1920 
that a moderate improvement in tue German 
rate of exchange was-enough to cause the can- 
cellation of an enormous number of foreign 
orders. 

Moreover, the journal points out, that if the 
mark goes up the price of merchandise will tend 
to go down, holders of stock will begin to sell 
out, and orders will not be paid, for industry 
would be ruined and unemployment would be- 
come general. Will that, it asks, increase 
British exports? ; 

In conclusion, the Temps declares that the 
pronosed moratorium, far from being a panacea. 
would be just the contrary, and contends that 
what one ought to disémsa -is the means of re- 
storing German finance to a healthy condition. 


“ STERILE RECRIMINATIONS.” 


Writine in the Matin, M. Poincaré asks that 
an end shall be made of what he calls the 
sterile recriminations between France and Eng- 
land. To this end it is necessary that England 
should understand that France must live, and 
that she is in need of the German rayments. 
It is also necessarv, he declares, that the French 
should understand the commercial position of 
Great Britain.

A REASONED NEGATIVE 
“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Sinn Fein reply to the Government is 
semi-officially stated to be unfavourable. It 
may, perhaps, be best described as a reasoned 
negative, suggesting certain amendments, rather 
than as an absolute refusal of the proposals. 
The negotiations are not broken off. 

It is a matter of some significance that three 
members of the Irish Delegation presetited the 
reply, though to be back in Londan yesterday 
made it necessary for one or two of them to 
spend two consecutive nights in travelling. 
This personal trouble and inconvenience would 
scarcely have been undertaken for the delivery | 
of a curt negative. Something besides @ docu- 
ment was felt to be required by the circum- 
stances of the case. 

The difficulties of the position are great.. The 
Government's representatives must have in 
mind the designing of a scheme which can be 
made to work, even though Ulstér may elect 
to stand aloof from it. At the moment it seems 
doubtful whether the understanding that the 
new proposals should be officially communi- 
cated to-morrow to the Ulster Prime Minister 
can be fulfilled, but @ strict punctuality in. 
such a case is not of the first moment. 

Jt is more important that the communication, 
it is made, should be of a definite 
character. The great fact of the moment is 
that the negotiators, who have shown them- 
selves resolute in the endeavour to reach a. 
settlement, have not yet given up the task.

PREPARING FOR NEXT ACT. 

The Times in a leading article observes:— 
Things are manifestly being made ready for 
the next act in Washington, in Berlin, and in 
the Near East. For the moment the drop scene 
is down. We hear feet hurrying on the stage 
behind, wo see lights moving—and shadows re- 
flectcd—but we must Wait with what patience 
we may until it rises again. When that may 
be in any of the ,several theatres remains in 
doubt. 

The return of M. Briand may hasten matters 
sm two of them. The subject of reparations 
cannot wait. The Note which the Commission 
have just addressed to the German Govern- 
ment reminds them that punctual payment of 
the next instalment is necessary, and speaks 
very plainly of their neglect to take mcasures 
essential to balance their Budget. 

Lord Curzon’s Note of last week encourages 
the hope that in the field of Near Eastern 
affairs, at all events, he and his colleagues 
have consented to that friendly discussion 
which Fratce, it is understood, has been invit- 
ing them for months to extend over the whole 
range of the differences, actual and potential, 
Letween the two countries. 

Great things, we are bidden to bope—albeit, 
not to hope with over-confidence—may be an- 
nounced at the next plenary sitting of the Con- 
ference. A provisiona] naval arrangement has 
been made between Mr. Hughes, Mr. Balfour, 
and Baron Kato. It was immediately cabled 
to Tokyo, and it awaits confirmation from 
thence. Confirmation may be delayed, but 
Washington opinion evidently expects that the 
Japanese statesmen will see the wisdom of ac- 
cepting its essential features.

ADLY PASHA'S REPLY. 


Commenting editorially upon the official 
papers just published setting forth the relative 
ositions of the British Government and Adly 

asha in the recent negotiations, The Times 
remarks :—Obviously the proposed Treaty does 
not give Egypt complete independence or even 
that veiled indefinite but real dependence thav 
passes for independence in some of vhe feebler 
new States of Eastern Europe. Ths interne- 
tional lawyers should revise or supplement their 
definitions of national sovereignty in view of 
the highly complex relationships that have 
arisen in Bun since the war. 

In any case, Adly Pagha does not regard the 
terme of the proposed Treaty as an expression 
of the idea of Egyptian independence. In fact, 
he says, point blank, that the military clauee 
in particular “ destroys every idea of indepen- 
dence, and suppresses even _ internal 
sovereignty.” This is a strong and significant 
protest which gives the key to Adly Pasha's 
attitude. 

We consider that the War Office went too far 
in insisting on the maintenance of troops in the 
interior of Egypt, whereas the demand for 
security could have been met by stationing the 
troops in the canal zone. : 

What is gained in the matter of security by 


having troops inland is lost by putting them 
in such a ition as to make independence in- 
visible. he spirit of self-government will 
hardly grow healthily in such a close 


atmosphere. Adly Pasha’s protest is thet of a 
man who wants at least room enough for this 
spirit gradually to develop. : I ; 

For the rest, the Egyptian Prime Minister's 
objections are not well-conc sived, and appear to 
be due to the irritation aroused by the unneces- 
sery stringency of the military clause. He « 
cidedly weakens his case by claiming Egyptian 
sovereignty over the Sudan, over which the 
most powerful of the ancient Pharaohs exer- 
cised only a limited and a transient sway, and 
which was certainly not conquered and reduced 
to order by the modern Egyptian nation. 

In his other remarks there is evidence of 
exaggeration and of a failure to understand the 
British point of view.

THE PROPOSED MORATORIUM. 


The Finance Committee of the Cabinet will 
this week resume its consideration of the sug- 
gestions submitted to it by the Treasury on 
the subject of German reparations, says 
The Times.

The proposed moratorium for Germany is 
believed to be the solution which’ meets with 
most favour from Ministers.

The opinion of 
the Reparation Commission will have to be 
taken on any decision come to by the Cabinet.

Why are there wars, then? 

It is because there is profit in wars—nrrofts in 
gold. The world’s small supply of gold is now 
in the hands of a small group of inteznationa! 
bankers. It has become a curse to them, be- 
cause hoarded gold earns nothing. 

They must keep it turning, and etable condi- 
tions of peace do not keep it turning fast 
enough. The way to keep it hard at work is 
to create an enormous demand for loans, and 
the way to do that is to create wars.

MEETING WITH PREMIER. 


In a message dated Sunday night the Press 
Association says:—Mr. Michael Collins, Mr. 
Arthur Griffith, and Mr. E. J. Duggan arrived 
in London this morning with the reply of the 
Dail Eireann Cabinet to the latest compromisé 
proposals of the Government. 

They travelled by the mail boat from Kings- 
town, and reached Euston shortly before 5 
o'clock am. They went to the Sinn Fein 
headquarters in Cadégan* Gardens, and it was 
understood that the reply would be handed to 
the Government later in the day. Nothing as 
to the nature of the-reply was to be learned 
at Cadogan Gardens, but it was noticed that all 
three of the delegates were particularly cheer- 
ful. 

The Prime Minister came to London this 
afternoon, and was joined by a few of his 
Ministerial colleagues, with whom he subse- 
quently had a conference with the Sinn Fein 
delegates, who, presumably, had with them the 
reply of Mr de Valera and his colleagues to the 
latest Government proposals. : 

No official information is available regardimg 
the Conference beyond the following official 
conmumqué, which was issued from Downing 
sireet and from the offices of the Sinn Fein 
delegation :-— 

“A meeting on the subject of Ireland was 
held to-day at 10 Downing street at 5 p.m. 
There were present Mr. Lioyd Gecrge, Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain, Lord Birkenbead, Sir 
Robert Horne, and the following Irish repre- 
sentatives—Mr. Arthur Griffith, Mr. Robert 
Barton, and Mr. George Gavan Duffy.” 

The Conference lasted about an hour. Sub- 
sequently it was learned that tbe position was 
very unpromising. Hope, however, has not yet. 
been abandoned, and it is not regarded as im- 
probeble thet another meeting may take place.

“NOT ENTIRELY CORRECT.”

The publication on Saturday morning of 
what are stated to be the Government’s latest 
terms to Sinn Fein has not excited any especial 
interest in Government circles, says the Press 
Association; by reason of the fact that, ac 
cording to the statement of an official, the an- 
nouncement is not entirely corréct in several 
important particulars. 

It was unhesitatingly denied that the infor- 
mation had emanated from Government circles. 
It is thought that possibly the terms, as pub-

MR. MACDONALD’S VIEW OF 


ULSTER. 


Rpeaking at the opening of the London 
Labour Fair on Satarday, Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald said that when the general election 
occurred the Labour Party was going to raise 
the ‘banner of Labour in its full eignificance and 
ite most ample meaning.

DAIL CABINET. 


PROPOSALS DISCUSSED. 


Dublin during the week-end was once again 
the centre of interest in connection with -the 
Irish peace negotiations. 

Apparently the Conference was on the verge 
of break-up on Thursday night last, when the 
Prime Minister resolved to play what has been 
described as his last card. He sent for. the 
Sinn Fein Plenipotentiaries, and mdde certain 
new proposals to them. The same night some 
of the Plenipotentiaries spent the midnight 
hours with the Prime Minister and his col- 
leagues, and it is, stated that during a long 
discussion important alterations were made in 
the proposals. 

It is clear that the Sinn Fein delegates con- 
sidered the new proposals of sufficient im- 
portance to put them before the full Cabihet 
of Dail Eireann, and in order to do this the 
whole body left London for Dublin.

MR. DE VALERA AND PEXGE, 


During his reception yesterday at the Town 
Hall, Galway, says our Correspondent, Mr. de 
Valera said:—Unless the country is prepared 
to stand as firmly as it sto during the 
terror, during all these years of terror through 
which our people have gone, it is vain to hope 
for the fruit of the sacrifices that have been 
made.

civil organisation, to avoid such dispersal cf 
forces as would give occasion for guerilla war- 
fare, and to fix a date at which the Conference 
would be resumed, and up to which both sides 
would deem themselves definitely bound to re- 
frain from &ny bostile action.”

are damaged have again opened, although the 


windows are covered with boards. 


The Bristol and the two other hotels sacked 
by the rioters are still full, as the number of 
guests who actually left Vienna is compara- 
tively small. The life of the streets is now 
normal again, even the Communist workmen 
are returning to the factories to-day. 

_ Several hundred persons took part in the 
raid on the Hotel Bristol, and about 30 rooms 
in the new -and old quarters of the building 
were entered by the mob and partly pillaged. 
The visitors contented themselves with stealing 
what fell into their hands and smashing 


‘windows, glass doors, mirrors, and china, while 


the wooden doors of many of the rooms were 
battered in. In two or three rooms there was 
not a single piece of furniture left undamaged, 
even the mattresses, blankets, and pillows being 
stolen. 

The dining and. grill rooms escaped, but in 
the breakfast and reading rooms, the doors, 
windows, mirrors, chandeliers, pictures, and 
vases suffered serious damage, and a large part 
of the china and silver was smashed or stolen. 

On the staircase, all the large mirrors and 
windows were broken. In the hall, the marble 
slabs and counters were smashed, and cash to 
the value of £100 was stolen from the till. 

In the passage connecting the old and new 
quarters of the hotel all the showcases, where 
works of art, leather goods, linen, and dresses 
were exhibited, were smashed and robbed cf 
their contents. 

As to the amount of damage sustained by 
the guests, whose trunks and bags were looted 
and valuables and clothing stolen, the proprietor 
of the hotel is unable to give a definite figure. 
Great havoc was also wrought even in the 
bathrooms, while the telephone and electric 
plant were badly damaged. 

Part of the plunder was wrested from the 
hooligans by the police when they arrived.

JURY’S LINGERING DOUBT. 


PARIS, December 3. 

There are two factors which may save Landru 
from the guillotine. The first, appeal for 
Presidentia] clemency, which was signed by the 
jurymen and by certain relatives of the missing 
women; and the second, Landru’s appeal to the 
Court of Cassation, which, with great difficulty, 
Maitre Moro-Giaffiere has prevailed upon him to 


sign. & 
The Court of Caesation has power to grant a 


new trial, but, only on cordition that necessary 
legal formalities have not been observed in the 
course of the proceédings. If a flaw can be 
found in the legal procedure, the highest Court 
of France may consider a new trial necessary, 
in which case the verdict may reverse the 
verdict of murder with premediation pro 
nounced on Wedneeday. 

In any case, the examination of the records 
of. the legal proceedinge by the Court of 
Cassation will take some time, materially ex- 
tending Landru’s lease of life. 


THE GUILLOTINE STANDARD. 


Public opinion is inclined to believe that the 
we By] the jurymey to the President on be- 
half of Landru is likely to be granted. It is 
felt that a jury which could condemn a man 
to death for elewen murders, and immediately 
afterwards ask for merey for the murderer, 
must have had a lingering doubt, or else the 
jurymen must have felt that, however convinc- 
ing the evidence, it nevertheless lacked sufficient 
material proof. 

As one newspaner remarks, the witnésses saw 
nothing, end, therefore, could say nothing. 
The writer concludes by declaring that in 
future, to be eligible for the guillotine, it will 
be necessary to have killed at least twelve 
persons. 

If Landru is finally condemned to death, he 
will be obliged to weag prison gatb until the 
day of hia death. Prisoners goi to the 
guillotine are permitted to wear their own 
clothés on the fatal day. Landru ie being 
allowed: special nourishing food on the advice 
of the prison doctor, and eats and sleeps 
moderately well. He is, however, in bad health. 


COST OF THE TRIAL. 


Various fantastic figures have been quoted 
for the total cost of the Landru trial, but it 
appears that the whole of the costa do not 
exceéd 50,000 francs. 

Two deputies have tabled a bill tendin 
modify Article 7. of the Penal Code, and te 
lessen the difficulties whith often-confront a 
jury in arriving at their verdict. The bill 
proposes that the guy should have full au- 
thority with regard to the application of a 
penalty, and that a sentence of life-long im- 
prisonment should be made alternative to the 
death penalty. Since the jury found Landru 
— of murder with premediation, the Court 

ave no option but to sentence Landru to 
death. If the jury had considered that, al- 
though they believed Landru guilty, the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to justify the applica- 
‘tion of the death sentence, they had no path 
open to them, the law reouiring a plain “ Yes” 
or “No.” The new bill is intended to pro. 
vide for such pontingencies.—(Reuter.)

A DEED OF GUARDIANSHIP. 


The British Government, in a document sub- 
mitted by Lord Allenby, the High Commissioner, 
to the Sultan, says that they ‘‘ must insist on 
effective rights and pe to safeguard Egypt's 
interests and British interests until the Egyp- 
tian Government have shown the capacity 
themselves to preserve their country from in- 
ternal disorder and its inevitable corollary, the 
intervention of foreign Powers.”’ 

The Egyptian delegation refused to accept the 
draft because in their view “it confers on 
Britain the right to maintain military forces at 
all times on any part of Egyptian territory, and 
places at her disposition all the ways and means 
of communication ,in the country. This ‘con- 
stitutes occupation, pure and simple, destroys 
every idea of independence, and supresses even 
internal sovereignty.” 

“The obligation to submit to Great Britain 
all SS agreements,’’ continues the Egyptian 
reply,“ constitutes serious infringement of the 
principle of external sovereignty. The main- 
tenance of the title of High Commissioner, 
which is not customary to confer on diplomatic 
representatives accrelited to independent coun- 
triés, emphasises yet further the character of 
thé political status proposed. The Sudan has 
been made the subject of provisions which we 
cannot accept, and which do not guarantee to 
Egypt the exercise of her indisputable right of 
sovereignty over the country and of control of 
the waters of the Nile.” 

“The proposals have the effect of invésting 
the draft with the quality of an actual. deed of 
guardianship when we hoped to conclude a 
treaty of alliance, which, while truly establish- 
ing the independence of Egypt, would have safe- 
guarded British interests. But an alliance be- 
tween two peoples carinot be realised save on the 
condition that it does not constitute for one of 
them a permanent pact of subjection. In its 
present form the draft does not allow us to re- 
tain the hope of arriving at an agreement which 
will give satisfaction to the national aspirations 
of Egypt.” 


LORD ALLENBY’S REPLY. 


- 
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BRITAIN’S POLICY STATED. 


The reply, which is @ated Saturday, December 
3, comes from Field-Marsha] Lord Allenby, the 
High Commissioner for Egypt, and is addressed 
to the Sultan of Egypt. 

In it his lordship says that His Majesty's 
Government have learned with keen disappoint- 
ment that the proposals are not acceptable. 
“They regret it the more because they re- 
poms them as libera] and far-reaching, and 

ecatuse they cannot hold out any prospect of re- 
consideration of the principle: on which they 
were framed.. They are convinced that the close 
coincidence of interests between Great Britain 
and Kyypt is the key. 

“The British Empire has to shoulder ultimate 
responsibility for the defence of Your Highness’s 
territories against external menace, as also for 
such assistanco as Your Highness’s Government 
may at any time reguest in the maintenance of 
your authority at nome. It must claim, more- 
over, the exclusive right of tendering such ad- 
vice as Your Highness’s Government may re- 
quire in the administration of the country, the 
conduct of its finances, the development of its 
judicial system, and the pursuance of its rela- 
tions with foreign Ge vernme ts. 

“These claims are not asserted with any de- 
sire to derogate from Egypt's enjoyment of the 
full rights of national self-government; they are 
pressed only as against other foreign Powers, 
and are based upon the fact that the independ- 
ence, good order, and prosperity of Egypt are 
An essential element in the safety of the British 

mpire. i 
“With regard to the future, His Majesty's 
Government desire to state in slain terms the 
policy which they intend to pursue. They 
understand that the proposals were rejected 
on the ground that the safeguards for British 
and foreign interests would be fatal to the 
genuine exercise of self-government. 

“The progress of Egypt towards her ideals 
will not only be retarded, but completely 
joopardieed, if her people are tempted to in- 
dulge their national aspirations, however sound 
and legitimate in themselves, without sufficient 
regard to the facts which govern international 
life. The world is suffering in many places at 
*he present time from the cult of a fanatical 
and purely disruptive type of nationalism, and 
His Majesty’s Government will eet their face 
against it as firmly in Egypt as elsewhere. 

“It is not sufficient for His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to know that they could exercise the 
right of re-entry into Egypt. If left to her own 
unaided counsels she should revert to the waste 
and disorder of the last century. They desire 
to see the work of Lord Cromer’s generation 
completed, not recommenced. They do not 
sim at keeping Egypt in tutelage. On the 
contrary, they desire to fortify the constructive 
elements in Egyrtian Nationalism, to give them 
ecope, and to bring nearer the full attainment 
of the national ideal.”’ 


THE CONVENTION.

BARE FEET ON GLOWING 
EMBERS. 


BIKANIR, Saturday. 

Following on the State banquet given in. 
honour of the Prince of Wales at the Ganga 
Newa’s Palace here last night, an Indian enter- 
tainment was presented, beginning with a ré- 
ligious fire dance in the courtyard of the fort. 

The gorgeous illuminations of this magnificent 
old pile were dimmed during the dance, in 
order to heighten the effect in the centre of the 
great quadrangle, where a big bonfire was lit 
and then allowed to die down to a mass of 
glowing embers. Ranged near this was a group 
of squatting figures robed in white, who beat 
out an accompaniment on their tom-toms, and 
"~~ up @ monotonous chant. 

*resenti? a file of bare-legged natives began 
to circle round the fire,. gradually closifig in 
upon the smouldering heap, till at last they 
danced right into it and across it. Singing & 
wild refrain, they kicked up & great cascade of 
flying sparks, stooping every now and then to 
snatch fragments of the glowing embers, whicu 
they placed in their mouths. 

Religious exaltation seemed to enter into this 
performance, and as the heat of the fire could 
be felt ten yards away, there could be no ques- 
tion as to the genuine character of this ordeal. 

The weird phantasy continued for at least 
ten minutes, and presented a demoniacal effect 
through the clouds of dull red smoke. 

At the finish of the performance the dancers 

irouetted in front of the Prince, clamouring 
w him to inspect their feet, which were all un- 
scathed by the fire, and actually as moist and 
cool as if fresh from paddling in the water.

Several members of the Prince’s steff made 
attempts to pick up pieces of the hot embers 
and carry them in their mouths, but every 
attempt ended abruptly with a hurried snatch- 
ing back of the fingers and sharp exclamations, 
amid the derisive Jaughter of the anlookers.

The Prince sat with the 
Maharaja of Bikanir in a little pavilion on the 
balcony, while the guests were sanged round 
the square below. 

On all hands rose terracotta walls, and 
minarets silhouetted against the stars, which 
were rendered pale by contrast with the myriad- 
coloured illuminations shimmering in many 
cunning devices. 

Into this scene of the Arabian Nights there 
entered a great company of dancers, who 
ranged themselves in a double row facing the 
Prince. All wore heavily. gold-brocaded robes, 
transparent head shawls, and massive gold arm- 
lets up to the elbows. Some were mere children, 
but all had the same easy grace of movement, 
clearly occasioned by thé fact that they walked 
and danced from the hips. i i 

To the accompaniment of the barbaric strains 
of the native band, these four score Nautch 
girls suddenly burst into a wild refrain, expres. 
sing a wélcome to the Prifice. At intervals 
pairs of dancers would trip forward and execute 
a little prancing dance of the most primitive 
character. . 

Then followed a juggler, with a gilded 
bafideau round his head, who, after performing 
grotesque contortions by way of salutationé, pro 
céeded to dance on swords, spikes, and saws, 
which had been previously submitted to the 
spectators for inspection. EAG 

Nautch girls came next, with a descriptive 
fantasia of the Golcunda Battle, beating out 
the rhythm with long chopsticks, and after 
wards giving an unmelodious epic representing 
the soldier-Prince’s "departure for the war. 

The juggler then‘ returned to the fray, danc- 
ing and performing difficult feats. 


INDIA’S OLDEST INSTRUMENT. 


The next item was contributed by a bent old 
man, who played on a long, spidery instrument 
called the “bin,” said to be the oldest musical 
instrument in India, and of which only three 
specimens remain in existence.

FAR EASTERN PEACE. 
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GERMAN MENACE REMOVED 


WASHINGTON, Saturday. 

An official communiqué has been issued here 
dealing with this morning’s meeting of the 
Committee on Pacific and Far Eastern Ques- 
tions, when the problem of the leased areas in 
China was discussed. 

Mr. Koo stated that the existence of the 
leased territories in China was due originally 
to aggressions by Germany. They were granted 
with the sole purpose of maintaining the 
balance of power in the Far East. 

With the elimination of the German menace 
an important disturbing factor to peace in the 
Far East had been removed. Russia had 
equally disappeared from the scene. The mis- 
rule of the Manchu dynasty, which had 
gravated the situation, had gone, and, as the 
necessity of maintaing the balance ot power in 
the Far East no longer existed, China, in the 
interests of peace in the Far East, asked for the 
early termination of the leases. 

Pending their termination, leased territories 
should be demilitarised and their fortifications 
dismantled. 

M. Viviani said that the French Government 
was ready to join in the collective restitution 
of territories leased by the various Powers in 
China, subject to private rights being  safe- 
guarded. 

Mr. Hanchara said that the negotiations be- 
tween the representatives of Japan and China 
regarding the restoration of Kiaochau, initiated 
through the good offices of Messrs. Hughes and 
Balfour, were now going on, and the result, it 
was hoped, would be a happy solution of the 
problem. 

The only question for discussion, so far as 
Japan was concerned, was, therefore, the leased 
territory in Kwantung Province—namely, Port 
Arthur and Dairen. Ag to that territory, the 
Japanese delegation desired to make it clear 
that Japan had no intention at present of 
relinquishing the important righte she had law- 
fully acquired, and at no small sacrifice. . 

Her interests there were vital to her economic 
life and national safety. In the leased territory 
there were 65,000 Japanese, who had established 
commercial and ‘industrial interests of the 
greatest importance.

WHY KOWLOON MUST BE HELD. 


Mr. Balfour pointed out that the leased terri- 
tories were held under very different and vary- 
ing circumstances. Britain held two different 
kinds of leases. Without the Kowloon exten- 
sion Hong Kong was perfectly undefensible and 
at the mercy of any enemy with modern 
artillery. The safeguarding of Hong Kong, 
easily first among the ports of the world, was 
not merely a British interest, but one which 
concerned the whole world. ! 

He read an extract from the United States Go- 
vernment commercial handbook on China bearing 
testimony to the conditions of absolute i á 
of the nations ufder which the affairs of Hong 
Kong were administered, and the motives on 
which thev were conducted. 

The lease of the Kowloon extension, he pro- 
ceeded, had been obtained for no other reason 
than to give security to the port of Hong Kong, 
and it would be a great misfortune if anything 
should occur which was calculated to shake the 
confidence of the nations using this great open 
port in its security. 

As © Wei Hai Wei, however, the British 
Government would be perfectly willing to return 
that leased territory to China, but that sur- 
render could only be undertaken as part of a 
general arrangement. 

The British Government’s policy was to make 
use of the surrender of Wei Hai Wei to assist 
in securing a settlement of the question of 
Shantung. If reement could be reached 
on that question the British Government would 
not hesitate to do their best to promote á 
general settlement by restoring Wei Hai Wei 
to the Central Government of China. 
"Further discussion of the matter was reserved, 
and the Committee adjourned until Tuesday.

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FRENCH VIEW OF MORATORIUM. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
Commenting on the suggested meeting in 
Paris between the British, French, and Italian

Lord Curzon’s Note of last week encourages 
the hope that in the field of Near Eastern 
affairs, at all events, he and his colleagues 
have consented to that friendly discussion 
which Fratce, it is understood, has been invit- 
ing them for months to extend over the whole 
range of the differences, actual and potential, 
Letween the two countries. 

Great things, we are bidden to bope—albeit, 
not to hope with over-confidence—may be an- 
nounced at the next plenary sitting of the Con- 
ference. A provisiona] naval arrangement has 
been made between Mr. Hughes, Mr. Balfour, 
and Baron Kato. It was immediately cabied 
to Tokyo, and it awaits’ confirmation from 
thence. Confirmation may be delayed, but 
Washington opinion evidently expects that the 
Japanese statesmen will see the wisdom of ac- 
cepting its essential features.

EGYPTIAN PROBLEM. 
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ADLY PASHA'S REPLY. 


Commenting editorially upon the official 
parers just published setting forth the relative 
ositiong of the British Government and Adly 
Pasha in the recent negotiations, The Times 
remarks :—Obviously the proposed. Treaty does 
not give Egypt complete independence or even 
that veiled indefinite but real dependence thar 
passes for independence in some of vhe feebler 
new States of Eaatern Europe. Th interna- 
tional lawyers should revise or supplement their 
definitions of national sovereignty in view of 
the highly complex relationships that have 
arisen in Europe since the war. 

In any case, Adly Pagha does not regard the 
terme of the proposed Treaty as an expression 
of the idea of Egyptian independence. In fact, 
he says, point blank, that the military clause 
in particular: “ destroys every idea of indepen- 
dence, and suppresses even internal 
sovereignty.” This is a strong and significant 
protest which gives the key to Adly Pasha's 
attitude. 

We consider 


that the War Office went too far 
in insisting on the maintenance of troops in the 
interior of Egypt, whereas the demand for 
security could have been met by stationing ths 
troops in the canal zone. ; 
What is gained in the matter of security by 


having troops inland is lost by putting them 
in óm! a. position as to make independence in- 
visible. he spirit of self-government will 


grow healthily in such a close 
atmosphere. Adly Pasha’s protest is that of a 
man who wants at least room enough for this 
spirit gradually to develop. 

For the rest, the Egyptian Prime Minister's 
objections are not weil-conceived, and appear to 
be due to the irritation aroused by the unneces- 
sery stringency of the military clause. He de- 
cidedly weakens his case by claiming Egyptian 
sovereignty over the Sudan, over which the 
most powerful of the ancient Pharaohs exer- 
cised only a limited and a transient sway, and 
which was certainly not conquered and reduced 
to order by the modern Egyptian nation. 

In his other remarks there is evidence of 
exaggeration and of a failure to understand the 
British point of view. 


REPARATIONS PLANS. 


THE PROPOSED MORATORIUM. 


The Finance Committee of the Cabinet will 
this week resume its consideration of the sug- 
gestions submitted to it by the Treasury on 
the subject of German reparations, says 
The Times. It is not expected that a decision 
will be reached until towards ihe end of the 
week. 

The proposed moratorium for Germany is 
believed to be the solution which meets with 
most favour from Ministers. The matter, how- 
ever, is one of great complexity, and is not 
likely to be settled without consultation be- 
tween the Allied Governments. The opinion of 
the Reparation Commission will have to be 
taken on any decision come to by the Cabinet.

A STUDENT OF INDIA. 


THE LATE MR. R. W. FRAZER. 


Mr. Robert Watson Frazer, LL.B,, the 

Orientalist, died at his residence at Baloambe : 
on Wednesday from heart failure, at the age 
of 67. 
The Times says—From Rathmines) School, 
Kingstown, be went to Trinity Coellege,/Dublin, 
and bis many ee iacinaoú an Asso- 
ciatebhip oí the Royal College of Sefence in the 
faculty of cngineering.

In- 
deed, he was responsible for initiating, with 
the approval of the Board of Management, and 
carrying into execution, the negotiations and 
final detaila of the transfer. He had brought 
with him from South India a seldom-rivalled 
knowledge of Tamil and Telygu, and he was 
lecturer in these languages at the School. 
What pleased him most was that the Secretary 
of State for India selected him as one of his 
representatives on the. governing body. 

‘racer lectured and wrote extensively on 
India. Those of hia books which aro 
known to the general public are his ‘ 
India,” in the “Story of the Nations ” 
and his “Literary History of India,” 


(1915) may be regarded as his best literary 
legacy. In his owm opinion this hook repre- 
sente? and epttomised his life’s work. Tis 
contributions to the study of India are of the 
more abiding value since he was a man of great 
caution in verifying facts. He married in 1917 
Mies Hughes, who was for many years the an- 
thusiastic secretary of the Roya!

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FARMERS MORE 
HOPEFUL. 


PRICES RISING.

Farmers in the Midlands are more hopeful, 

as a result of the change for the better in the 
conditions in the markets for agricultural pro- 
duce. When the prices of farm produce were 
tumbling down a very gloomy view of the 
situation was taken, and the farming com- 
munity did not conceal their anxiety. 
” The prices of pigs have gone up consider- 
ably, and at recent cattle fairs the prices for 
stock in some departments hed shown a decided 
improvement. 

In a conversation with a farmer who produces 
and mackets large quantities of agricultural 
produce, he said that at the last pig market 
in Tullamore pigs were £3 14s. at the weigh- 
bridge, but as much as £4 and £4 10s. a cwt. 
was paid in some imstances on tus streets by 
buyers from the Seuth. 

Asked to give his opinion as to the cause of 
the sudden incrense in pig prices, he said that 
it was due to the fact that pigs are scarce. 
Prices fel! so much, and the cost of feeding 
was so high, that it did mot pay the farmer 
te rear and fatten pigs. Sows were actually 
fattened and sold. Pigs went as low as £2 i0s. 
& owt. (live weight), and at that price it would 
not pay any farmer to produce bacon. 

Bacon curers refused to buy pigs unless they 
were of a certain class, suitable for their re- 
uirements. That was but a month ago. Now 
they would take any kind of pige they couid 
got, and he heard that within the last fort- 
night bacon curers were only killing half the 
usnal quantity of pigs. 


CORN AND BARLEY. 

As regards the corn market, there was little 
or no corn offered now. - Barley for grinding 
fetched i6s. a barrel at present, as against 
lis. to 12s. two months ago. . Farmers are 
keeping it for feeding purposes, and they could 
have no better. feeding stuffs, espe- 
cially oil cake, have gene up in price during 
the last month. Oats were very gearce in this 
district. It was much firmer in price in Dublin 
and Cork, and there was a hkelihood of it 
getting dearer in the spring. There was, he 
said, anly one load of oats in Tullamore 
market last market day, and, though of poor 
quality, it, fetched 14s. 6d. a barrel. 

Hay maintains its high price—6 10s. to £7 
10s. a ton; oaten nna " of very poor quality, 
and brings £5 a ton, and barley straw, which 
is very scarce, £3. 

“ Generally speaking, you think that the out- 
look for the farmer is more encouraging than it 


was a few weeks ago?’’ 


. “ Yes, that is certainly the case. Of course, 
the farmer was bard hit by the slump in the 
markets, for, while he received comparatively 
small prices, hé was obliged to pay still at the 
high rate for everything. The rate of wages 
remained high, too. The present rate in these 
parts averaged 30s. without board, and 15s. 
weekly with board. There was a great deal of 
discussion about ipbourers’ wages, but, if you 
take 15s., it is not a big allowance to a man 
who works six days a week and a little of the 
seventh. Though & farmer myself, I recognise 
that the purchasing power of money is far 
short of what it was, and, though I was at a 
meeting of the Farmers’ Association, which 
proposed a reduction of the wages by a 
quarter, I think, in view of the turn for the 
better tiings have taken, the farmer should 
try and continue eristing rates a little longer. 

“Very little land is being sold,..and people 
who want land fer accommodation purposes 
will pay any price; local conditior's and com- 
petition tend to increase the price. People 
paid durimg the war—when prices for produce 
and stock were ieee the value of the 
land, but they will not sell it.

What are immune potatoes? The question is 
often asked, and the answer is of as much 
interesb to the town-dweller with his plot or 
patch of & couple of perches of potatoes as it 
is to the largest farmer. Poatoes are said to be 
immune when they are known to be resistant 
te, or not capable of being affected by, a disease 
which is known in Ireland as black scab, but 
which in Great Britain is called ‘ wart disease.’” 
So far as Ireland is concerned black scab is @ 
comparatively néw disease. The first appoar- 
ance in this country was notified about 10 years 
ago, when it was discovered in a garden at K1l- 
keel, Co. Down 

In an effort to suppress the disease and pre- 
vent its extension to other parts of the country, 
the Department.of Agriculture secured posses- 
sion of the land on which tho first recorded 
outbreak occurred, and took steps to ensure 
that no potatoes would bé grown thereon for 
several years. It is evident, however, that the 
disease must have existed at other places than 
that. from which it was firet reported, for it was 
subsequently discovered at other centres in the 
TEAR, “s's neighbourhood, and .in a very short 
time the whole of the important En “NÁ 
district lying between the southeastern ry o 
the Mourne Mountains and the sea was found 
to bs involved. 

This area wae promptly scheduled as infected 
and the cultivation of potatecs was rohibited 
on ali fields in which the disease was Boat 
It was hoped that by keeping the land free 
from potatoes in this way for some years the 
disease would die out and the land become 


cleansed of the infection. Unfortunately, how- 


‘ever, this proved not to be the case, and as 


showing how very difficult it is to eradicate the 
disease, it may be mentioned that afier having 
been in grase “or seven years the lend on which 
the original outbreak occurred (this land is still 
in the ocoupation of the Dep2rtment) was found 
capable of infecting clean seed of a non-immmne 
variety of potatoes planted thereon. 

IMMUNE AND SUSCEPTIBLE SEED. 

In time it was discovered that while certain 
varieties of potatoes are very susceptible to the 
disease, there are others that are capable of 
resisting the attack, and ¢an thus be grown suc- 
cessfully on infected land. At present there are 
about a dozen varieties which are immune, and 
are recommended by the Department for plant- 
ng. These include Old Champion, Great Scot, 
Lochar, Arran Victory, Majestic, Kerr’s Pink, 
Tinwald Perfection, Shamrock, Irish Queen; 
and of early varieties Edzell Blue and Arran 
Comrade. © following popular varieties are, 
unfortunately, very susceptible to the dieease— 
viz.: Up-to-date, Arran Chief, Black Skerry, 
British Queen, Ninetyfold, and ke of York. 

When the disease appears in a district it is 
usually first found in gardens, whence it spreads 
to field crops. In their own interest, and for 
the protection of the farmers of the surrounding 
district, all residents in towns and villages who 
grow potatoes ekould see that their gardens and 
allotments are planted with one or other of the 
immune varieties. 


of all gardens as well as of all fields in any 
district in which the disease occurs, and leads 
to restrictions in marketing and in the sale of 
seed. So far the disease has been confined to 
South County Dewn and North County Louth, 
but more recently it has made ita appearance in 
the Newry district. 

DANGER OF INFECTION. 

Though it is contrary to the regulations for 
infected potatoes to be sent to any other part 
of Ireland, there ie grave danger that infection 
may spread, and persons having gardens an 
allotments in cities or towns, as well as farmers, 
should, accordingly, teke all precautions against 
the introduction of disease through using seed 
grown in an infected area. Ware or table 
potatoes coming from such areas are liable to 
carry the infection, and for this reason it is 
essential that every possible care should be 
taken to guard against the introduction of the 
disease through this source. In particular, the 
peelings of potatoes of any varictiess grown in 
the Counties of Down or Louth should be burnt, 
and not put into the refuse heap and used as 
manure or to ing. 

It is even Bem ay á introduce the disease 
through the soil attached to potatoes coming 
from infected greas, and on this account farmers 
—s a change of seed from the North or 
rom Scotland or England cannot be too careful. 
The best preventive of the disease, however, is 
to see that none but immune verieties are 
planted in gardens and allotments. Farmers 
should procure some seed of suitable immune 
varieties for 1922 so as to become acquainted 
with the cropping qualities of immunes—these 
being the only varieties that in the near future 
will be wanted. 
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AN EMPIRE POLICY. 
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AGRICULTURE’S NEED. 


_ Speaking on Saturday at Warwick at a meet 
ing of the Warwickshire Chamber of Agricul- 
ture, on the octasion of the termination of his 
year of office ag Chairman, Major Sir Henry 

Fairfax-Lucy, Baronet, said:—Though the 
country may not be able to sustain itself 
agriculturally, the Empire will, and though we 
cannot get Protection, even if it was desired, 
for acriculture in Great Britain, we shall get it 
on the higher plane of Empire, which cannot 
fail to have a steadying effect on prices. 

We must have an Empire policy for agricu)- 
ture, and if we consider when we say that the 
sun never sete on the British Empire that it 
means that there is: always a harvest being 
reaped in eome part of it, we should not fail to 
recognise, and make the country recognise, the 
importance of it, not only to our own indystry, 
but to the community at large. 

Much may be done in the way of freight. 
Preference im this way could he given to our 
Colonies, and legislation could put a stop to 
re-exports from foreign countries to our 
Colonies, eo that no undue advantage would be 
taken of our- Commonwealth of Nations. 

It is a big question. “Long views” are 
required. Probleme of transport and great 
questions of administration will arise to follow 
these ideas through and bring them to the 
advantage of agriculture. I am hopeful, too, 
that it is in this way that the agricultural 
labourer may also benefit, and if we can only 
seo that co-peration is essentia! for the welfare 
of all three partners in the soil, and certain] 
is essential to solve the problems, there should 
be still prosperity for our industry.

BRE RESULTS. 


Feic announced results indicate that 
companies, with a few exceptions, we 

entre Braye = in their profits in the . 
financial year. In common with other indus ‘ial 
undertakings (says the Stock Exchange Gazette), 
they had to contend with the business depres- 
sion which prevailed are yor riod, and 
reached its climax during the onged. coal 
strike. Yet in spite of that he, yey en they 
earned profits which, in several important in- 
ces, were almost equal to those earned in 
the previous year—a year, it may be recalled, 
of pronounced prosperity. Their success in the 
face of continued heavy taxation may be 
attributed in part to some cheapening of the 
cost of production; but the chief reason why 
they were able to maintain their earnings was 
their efficient management. The war has taught 
them many useful lessons, and the necessity of 
néutralising the burdens of heavy taxation has 
compelled them to adopt the most economical 
me of production.. Wasteful _ processes 
have been abandoned, and every possible effort 
has been made to avoid unnecessary expendi- 
ture. Brewery companies now try to conduet 
their businesses so as to ensure the largest 
ible measure of profit under present con- 
itions, and their success must be judged by the 

results achieved. 


NEW STATE AREAS. 


One of the most interesting statements in the 
chairman’s speech at the “Johnnies” meeting 
at rig ya eee g last week referred to the New 
State Areas, the company formed during the 
war to lease Peck the ‘inion Government a pro- 
perty. bounded by Geduld on the north, Govern- 
ment Areas a Brakpan on the west, and 
Sprin and West Springs on the south (says 

ruth). Two shafts have been sunk, and de- 
velopment work is im progress. At the 
“Johnnies” meeting it was stated that tho 
New State a had contributed towards the 
cost of the ore-treatment experiments conducted 
at the Springs Mines, and the management had 
decided also to adopt the “ all-sliming ” process. 
The plant is to have an initial capacity of 

000 toms a month, and is scan ww to com- 
mence work early in 1923, The £1 shares of 
this company, which is capitalised at a million 
and a half, have sagged back to par after soar- 
ing to nearly 35s. during the Kaffir activity last 
year. In some quarters there is a belief—or, 
goirt it would be better to say theré are 

opes—that the New State Areas may develop 
eventually into a mine like the Government 
Areas, and the shares are consequently regarded 
as a oom. speculation for the long shot. 
While, ver, New State’s mining area is 
not so fang that of the Government Areas, 
its capital 00,000 larger.

nsible. At Manchester, too, business moves 

Soe. Messrs. Robert Barbour and Brother, 
Limited, in their monthly market report, state 
that no satisfactory improvement can yet be 
recorded in the cotton industry, one disappoints 
ing month following another. Any expansion 
in buying is impossible as long as the absence 
of a genuine stimulant continues so marked a 
feature. “The market is, in fact, in a de- 
lorable condition, and recovery can only be 
ooked for when India makes a forward move. 
Other markets may and do assist, but it ia 
India that really governs the situation, more So 
to-day than ever.” It is stated, further, that 
the ramifications and extent of the Gandhi 
boycott have not really been appreciated on 
this side until very recently, opinion being too 
prone to look upon its collapse as meroly a 
question of time, and ultimately inevitable from 
its sheer impracticability. But in the meantime 
its doctrines have beceme a menace to the main- 
tenance of commercial relations. Business for 
other markets is still very meagre. Where 
offers ate forthcoming they are, for the most 
part, too low, and this applies to China, Egypt,

PRODUCE IMPROVES WITH THE 


GERMAN MARK. 


The schemes which are being propounded to 
agsist in the recevery of the exchange rate of 
the German mark have had a decided effect 
during the last few days on the market for 
various kinds of tropical produce (writes our 
Liverpool Commertial Correspondent). Traders 
were rather slow to realise what was going on, 
but immediately evidence was forthcoming of a 
recovery in the mark sellers adopted an attitude 
of aloofness, which has resulted in prices, in 
many cases, showing an appreciable improve- 


ment. Palm kernels have put on 10s. to 15s. 
per ton, with buyers more in evidence than 
sellers. There is good support for the market 


both in Liverpool and Hull, while reports from 
Antwerp show that the same influences are 
operating there. This is the case also in regard 
to Hamburg, whe.e a period of stagnation ap 
pears to be coming to an end. In the market 
for copra the pressure to eell afloat material to 
the Continent has been much less pronounced, 
and Continental consumers are showing a fair 
amount of interest with regard to forward 
deliveries. Speculators also show a ‘disposition 
to come into the market, with the result that 
quotations have been put up some 20s. per ton. 
These conditions have not applied to Marseilles, 
the market there being unable to share in the 
improved tone owing to the constantly adverse 
exchan There has been a considerable 
sar sg, variation in the palm oil market, 
with the upward movement predominating. 


Lagos shows an advance of 15s. te 20s per wn 


on the week, but hard regulars have been still 
on sale at a decline of 10s. per ton. setter 
quality oils appear to be in very short supply, 
and the market tendency is hardening. The 
week's business is estimated at over 3,000 tons, 
and at the close sellers are not pressing.
